
‘Lunatic* driver jailed 
for killing two men 




JAILED: 'Lunatic' driver Mitchell 
Butler-Eldridge 


A “LUNATIC” driver who caused the 
death of two men in a head-on col¬ 
lision on the A10 has been jailed for 
five years. 

Mitchell Butler-Eldridge, 28, was 
sentenced on Friday after he pleaded 
guilty to causing the deaths by dan¬ 
gerous driving of workmates Andrew 
Thornewell, 28, of Hollendale Walk, 
Ely, and Timothy Wildbore, 24, ofVic- 
toria Street, Littleport. 

The horrific accident happened in 
the early hours of February 18 last 
year at Brandon Creek when the two 
victims were driving to their work at 
R J Herbert Engineering in Marshland 
St James, near Wisbech. 

Sally Hobson, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge Crown Court that Butler- 
Eldridge was driving along the road 
in his green Volkswagen Passat in a 
“dangerous” manner. 

Other motorists who witnessed his 
driving said it appeared he was going 
at about 80mph despite the road hav¬ 
ing a 60mph limit. 

Butler-Eldridge overtook several 
vehicles at speed while travelling 


along the A10. However he lost con¬ 
trol after overtaking an articulated 
lorry, causing him to veer into the op¬ 
posite carriageway and hit the Mini 
being driven by Mr Wildbore and in 
which Mr Thornewell was passenger. 

Ms Hobson said witnesses had 
spoken of the defendant driving at 
“excessive speed”, with one saying 
they thought he had a “death wish”. 


Another told police he thought the 
driver was “a bit of a lunatic”. 

She added: “The Crown say this 
defendant was driving dangerously 
and doing so for a prolonged period 
of time. 

“He gave no or very little thought to 
anyone else who was using the road 
at the time and in the process killed 
two blameless young men.”

One of the victims, Mr Thornewell, 
was due to get married just months 
after the accident and had moved to 
Ely from Kent to be closer to his fian¬ 
cee. 

In a victim impact statement, she 
said: “Nothing could prepare me for 
the news that my fiance, the man I 
planned to spend the rest of my life 
with had been killed in a horrific car 
crash. I will forever feel the loss of 
Andrew and the happiness that he 
brought into my life.” 

Ian Bridge, mitigating, read a letter 
from Butler-Eldridge in which he said 
he was “sincerely sorry” for causing 
the accident. 

However, Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said it was obvious Butler-Eldridge 
had been driving dangerously. 

He added: “The impact of that driv¬ 
ing was to bring tragedy to the lives of 
two families.” 

Butler-Eldridge was also banned 
from driving for five years with an 
added extension period of two years 
and six months.

Petition to save 
unit handed in 


A PETITION launched in a 
bid to save Ely’s minor in¬ 
juries unit from closing has 
been handed in to the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (CCG). 

A total of 6,345 people 
signed the petition, which 
was spearheaded by local 
resident Emma Watson in 
July. 

It was presented to Dr Gary 
Howsam, the CCG’s clinical 
chairman, at a public meet¬ 
ing regarding the future of 
minor injuries units (MIU) in 
Ely and Fenland held at The 
Makings last Tuesday. 

Emma said: “I’d like to 
thank each and every person 
who added their name to the 
petition. Our campaigning 
continues and I would ask 
you, if you haven’t already, 
to please sign a separate 
petition which was set up 
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by another concerned local 
resident, addressed directly 
to the Government. 

“With 10,000 signatures, 
the Government will be 
called to respond to the peti¬ 
tion.” 

It was in July that a re¬ 
port written by the CCG was 
leaked to North East Cambs 
MP Steve Barclay saying that 
the MIUs at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital - and Wis¬ 
bech and Doddington hos¬ 
pitals - are at risk of closing. 

The CCG insists it is look¬ 
ing at “a number of options” 
and that no decision to close 
any of the units has been 
made, but the report has 
sparked concern across the 
region. 

Tracy Dowling, the CCG’s 


chief officer, said: “We would 
like to reiterate that no deci¬ 
sions have been made about 
the future of the minor in¬ 
jury services in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Fenland. 

“We are looking at how 
these services relate to rec¬ 
ommendations from the na¬ 
tional review of urgent care 
services and how we might 
deliver minor injury services 
locally, working alongside 
other services including GPs 
and community services. 

“We are at an early stage of 
our review and if any signifi¬ 
cant changes are considered 
necessary as a result of these 
discussions then a formal 
public consultation will take 
place.”

Motorcyclist 'seriously' injured in collision with taxi 


A MOTORCYCLIST suffered serious 
injuries in a collision in Ely. 

The collision, which involved a 
motorcycle and a taxi, happened 
in Lynn Road, at the junction with 
Market Street, at around 3.45pm 
last Wednesday. 


Emergency services, including 
police, the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust (EEAST) 
and Magpas Helimedix, which 
landed on Palace Green beside the 
cathedral, attended the scene. 

A spokeswoman for the EEAST 


said the male motorcyclist suffered 
a serious leg injury. 

She said: "An ambulance, a rapid 
response vehicle, an ambulance 
officer and Magpas Helimedix 
attended the collision and treated a 
man with a serious leg injury. 


"He was taken to Addenbrooke's 
Hospital by land ambulance for 
further care." 

The taxi driver was uninjured in 
the collision. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
incident should call police on 101.

COLLISION 

Sophie thanks 
her lifesavers 


A YOUNG woman lucky to 
be alive following a hor¬ 
rific collision near Ely has 
thanked the “amazing” 
emergency services who 
saved her life. 

Sophie Davison, 25, was 
driving along Ely Road, Lit- 
tleport, near Chettisham, 
on Saturday afternoon 
when she lost control of her 
Seat Ibiza on a bend. 

The vehicle left the road, 
flipped and crashed into a 
tree before eventually land¬ 
ing in a ditch on its roof. 

Sophie, who lives in Lit- 
tleport with her fiance, 
Michael Short, 29, and 
their eight-month-old son, 
James, broke her neck in 
two places - as well as her 
back - and had to be cut 
free from the car before 
being airlifted to Adden- 
brooke’s by Magpas. 

But it is thanks to the 
emergency services who 
rushed to the scene - and 
the fact that she was wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt at the time - 
that Sophie is alive today. 

Sophie, who is now re¬ 
covering from the crash at 
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home, said: “Eve been told 
that it was the seatbelt that 
saved my life. 

“If I hadn’t been wearing 
it there’s no way I would 
have survived and I want 
every driver out there to re¬ 
alise how important it is to 
wear a seatbelt. 

“Thankfully I was on my 
own in the car at the time. 
It horrifies me to think how 
much worse it could’ve 
been if James, Michael or 
anyone else had been in the 
car. 

“I was driving into Ely 
as I wanted to nip to Argos 
to buy a shelf. It had been 
raining quite hard during 
the morning so I was driv¬ 
ing at around 40mph as I 
knew the road could still be 
wet. 

“As I navigated the bend 
and went to straighten the 
car it aquaplaned and I 
completely lost control. I 
tried not to panic and to 


gain control but it was too 
late. 

“The car had to be cut 
into four pieces just to get 
me out. The whole situa¬ 
tion feels completely sur¬ 
real and I cannot thank the 
emergency services enough 
- they were all amazing.” 

Sophie, who is due to 
marry Michael next year, 
said: “Michael says there 
were around 15 emergency 
vehicles at the scene and 
around 30 people, from 
trauma doctors to commu¬ 
nity first responders. 

“I will be forever grateful 
for everything they did that 
afternoon - and to the man 
who stopped at the scene to 
dial 999. 

“I managed to find my 
phone and called Michael 
from the car to tell him that 
I loved him and that I was 
sorry. I was convinced I was 
going to die.”

Once paths are 
gone that’s it 

READING your lead article last week 
("Network Rail paths closure causes 
anger") I had a wry smile when I read 
that Network Rail had "significant 
safety concerns". 

"Safety", whether real or imagined, 
always plays well with the media and 
the general public but does it have 
any basis in fact? 

Having concerns over the proposed 
closure of two footpaths in Soham, 
numbers 106 and 101, I went along 
to the public consultation in Littleport 
on September 12 to find out what was 
actually proposed. In both cases the 
effect of the proposed closures will 
be to divert walkers onto public roads 
neither of which have any footpaths 
and in one case - footpath 106 - onto 
the A1123, a very busy road. So did 
these two crossings have a particularly 
poor safety record, I enquired? No, 
they apparently did not. In fact, I 
was told that only three people were 


killed last year on foot crossings in the 
whole of the United Kingdom. Given 
that 1,713 people were killed on our 
roads in 2013 isn't a railway crossing 
significantly safer? 

It's nothing to do with safety was 
the reply. It's all to do with the cost of 
inspecting and maintaining these foot 
crossings. I'm sure that's nearer the 
truth than "safety", especially since 
the two Soham crossings have recently 
been renewed with metal gates and 
railings in lieu of the old timber ones.

£100k GP theft 

boss avoids jail 


A WOMAN who abused her 
colleagues’ trust by dishon¬ 
estly taking nearly £100,000 
from the doctors’ surgery 
where she worked has been 
handed a suspended jail 
sentence. 

Yvonne Bartram, 54, 
over-paid herself signifi¬ 
cant sums of money while 
working at St George’s 
Medical Centre in Littleport 
between April 2007 and No¬ 
vember 2010. 

Bartram, ofWisbech Road 
in Littleport, previously 
pleaded guilty at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court to three 
counts of theft. 

She was sentenced on 
Tuesday. 

The court heard she be¬ 
trayed the trust of doctors 
she had worked with to 
over-pay herself from the 
practice’s funds, labelling

the money as a loan. 

Prosecuting, Duncan 
O’Donnell said: “While she 
was in charge of the financ¬ 
es of the practice, Mrs Bar¬ 
tram dishonestly diverted 
funds she was in full control 
of into her own pocket.” 

The court heard Bartram 
was in charge of all the prac¬ 
tice’s funds. Often, the court 
heard, the doctors would 
sign off accounts without 
checking the details. 

In October 2010, Bartram 
showed the accounts to Dr 
Matthew Stephens, a part¬ 
ner at the practice. When 
she was called away, Dr Ste¬ 
phens leafed through the 
files. 

“He found something 


profoundly shocking,” 
said Mr O’Donnell. “Over 
£90,000 had been described 
as a To an’ to Yvonne Bar¬ 
tram. The doctors knew 
nothing about any loan.” 

In a letter, Bartram said 
she “had always tried her 
best to act honestly”. 

Mitigating, Kevin Toomey 
handed up a medical report 
to ludge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth which stated that 
Bartram had been diag¬ 
nosed with cancer and was 
receiving chemotherapy. 

He added: “That is the 
most significant part of 
mitigation one can give in 
this case.” 

fudge Hawkesworth 
handed Bartram a two-year 
prison sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for two years, as well as a 
30-day rehabilitation activ¬ 
ity requirement.

A YOUNG woman has raised more 
than £4,000 for charity by success¬

I originally planned to 
walk around 1,200 miles but I end¬ 
ed up getting distracted by certain 
mountains and beauty spots, and 
clocked up 1,350 miles in the end. 


“I did the walk by myself - just 
me, my tent and the odd hostel - 
but I never actually felt very alone. 
The amount of inspirational people 
I met was unbelievable.” 

Helena said: “I decided before I 
started that I wouldn’t walk the nor¬ 
mal route. I wanted to tackle every 
hill along the way, just to make it 


that little bit more challenging, and 
I’m really glad I did. 

“It reinforced how beautiful Brit¬ 
ain is - the Peak District, Scotland - 
we really are very lucky and I’d urge 
more people to explore the UK like 
I did.” 

Helena is now hoping to write a 
book about her trek. When asked 


what the toughest thing was about 
it, she said: “I think it’s got to be the 
midges in Scotland at one point. 
They were absolutely horrific. 

“Mind you, I fell in love with 
Scotland so much that I’m actually 
hoping to move there.”

The word Tax’ is well known to 
us all. There is more than one 
dictionary definition but essentially, 
they have the same meaning - to 
impose duty, strain, or stress. 

These definitions are perhaps never 
more true than when considering 
the impact of capital gains tax 
on the division of assets when a 
couple divorce, itself a very taxing 
time for all parties involved. 

At such times, capital gains tax 
(CGT) is often furthest from the 
mind. After all, the party disposing 
of assets is unlikely to be making 
a profit. But CGT is levied on 
disposals of assets whether by sale, 
gift or otherwise. There does not 
need to be any cash involved. 

The breakdown of a marriage or 
civil partnership will inevitably 
lead to a division of assets. Most 
couples will be aware of the 
general principle that there is no 
CGT on transfers of assets between 
spouses or civil partners. But 
this only applies whilst the parties 
live together. When they separate, 
this rule no longer applies, apart 
from a small extension for the 
tax year of separation. Once 
5 April passes, any transfer of 
assets will likely invoke a CGT 
liability at a time when finances are 
already stretched.

The ST, which is widely regarded as the best small hot hatch on sale, has been sold 
as a five-door in the USA, but this is the first time it has come to Europe in its more 
practical shape. 

Offered only on the better-equipped ST-2 and ST-3 variants, the extra doors have 
no effect on the car's impressive performance. 

As with the three-door version, power comes from a 1.6-litre turbocharged engine 
producing 180bhp, resulting in an unchanged 6.9-second 0-62mph time, but fuel 
efficiency has taken a small hit. 

Whereas the three-door returns 47.9mpg and 138g/km C02 emissions, the five- 
door is slightly less economical, managing 46.3mpg and 141g/km emissions. 

The usual ST fittings, such as the tuned suspension, steering and brakes, have all 
been carried over to the more practical car in a bid to maintain the much-lauded 
handling. 

Prices start from £19,495, which makes 
the five-door car £600 more expensive than 
its three-door equivalent, but that includes 
17-inch alloy wheels, the wide ST grille and a 
sculpted rear diffuser, as well as privacy glass 
and halogen headlights.

KIA has fitted the Soul crossover with the 
201 bhp 1.6-litre turbocharged petrol engine 
from the Cee'd GT hot hatchback. 

Set to join the range after debuting at 
the Paris Motor Show, the new powerplant 
will be mated to a seven-speed twin- 
clutch automatic transmission, permitting a 
0-60mph time of 7.5 seconds and a 122mph 
top speed.
